The Morgor was duyl notified in the Garotte of India of 
the 9th of March 1948 , and the new Province came into 
existence on the 18th of April 1948 as a centrally adminis 
tered area under a Chief Commissioner . For adminiştra 
tive purposes the Province was divided into four Diş 
triote :

( iv ) Mahasu District for the territories which weru 

formerly included in the 17 Simla Hill States

In view of the changes that had taken placo in the consti 
tutional and administrativo position of several Indian 
States, including the States which now form part of 
province of Himachal Pradesh , the President of the Co 
tuent Assembly issued Notification No. CA / 49 - Ser . /48- 1 
on the 2nd of August 1948 , framing Rules for filling vac417 
cies in thu seats in the Constituont Abnembly which had 
been allotted to these States . Bule 4 ( 2 ) provided , inter 
alia , that in the States where no logislature existed , the 
vacenoy would be filled by the members of an Electora ) 
College constituted in accordanos with the provisions nade 
in this behalf by the authority specified in column 3 of 
Part II of the Annexure . In these Rules and the Annexure , 
one bont was allotted to the Himachel Pradesh and the 
Chief Commissioner of the province was specified as the 
authority who was to make provision for the oonstitution 
of the Eleotorul College .
